District Attorney 
Farrow at Charleston to dismiss the 
bail bond and discharge the sureties of 
Bratton, and place the proceedings 
against him as far as practicable in the

VANCE AT WAKE FOREST. 

We have promised our readers to give 
come extracts irom the address of Ex- 
Governor 4 IX Vance, delivered before 
the Graduating Class and Literary 
Societies of Wake Forest College, on 
June the 26th, 1872. 

We therefore proceed io give to-day 
some excerpts from the first part of this 
able and &tatesmanlike efiort, and will 
to-morrow give the concluding portion. 

We believe. that our readers will 
enjoy these extracts much more than 


anything we could write, 
For this address, the thanks of the 
reading public are due to the 


Philomathésiam Society of that Insti- 
tution, at whose solicitation the distin- 
guished gentleman prepared the oration 
and at whose request and expense it 
was published. 

The theme chosen ‘was politics, not 
politics in its ordinary partisan sense 
but politics embracing “those vital and 
elemental principles of Government of 
which it behooves us to think and talk 
much.“ 

The Governor, in his exordium, says 
he proposes to talk about things with 
which he is most familiar, and having 
devoted the best years of his life to the 
study of the political affairs of this and 
other nations, we are not surprised then 
whea he tells us of the subject 
which he unde: takes to discuss for the 
instruction of those who, in inviting 
him to address them, expected words of 
counsel and of wisdom on the interest 
ing occasion of their annual Commence- 
ment. 

The speaker first points out the dan- 
gers threatening every nation which has 
striven to be free. He traces the 
“blazed pathway” which history teaches 
of the great exemplar Republics of the 


World : 
First there is the birth,—the child- 
nation brought forth in the manger of 
overty, and feebly existing amid the 
lows and neglects of the world. It is 
nourished by the self-denial, the bravery, 
the suffering, the virtue and simplicity 
of a primitiveera. The individual free- 
dom of its members 1s the of that na- 
tional liberty which pervades all its in- 
stitutions. These, first combined for 
nation defence, secure the safety and 
stimulate to the highest pitch in the 
energies and virtues of the people. When 
perfect sceurity is established, then fol 
iows a thirst for glory, which, as there 
is no outlet for it on defensive principle, 
finds vent in aggression upon netghbous, 
and in the public aggrandizement. 
Then comes the pride and the accu 
mulation of the means to gratify that 
insatiate passion, — wealth. 
But this time the child has become a 
giant; simplicity is forgotten ; poverty 
is despised ; and the freedom which wus 
so inestimable in the beginning has be- 
come a thing of small consideration. It 
expires amid the flame of national glory. 
and gives place to the prouder passions 
inspired by magnificence and the lust 
of Empire. Law and duty—the sub 
limest jewels in the crown of Liberty— 
adorn only the set phrase of the dema- 
gogue or the banners of a faction, as, in 
the Roman Republic, the inauguration 
of the Consuls, long after their functions 
had ceased, continued to be kept up for 
the purpose of marking the years and 
giving the mob a holiday. 
Then comes luxury, effeminacy, cor- 
ruption, cruelty and slavery, decay, 
bloody death and night. : 
And is not all this true? How much 
does the history of any free government 
of the past vary from it? Is it not 
almost an axiomatic truth that freedom 
is born of poverty, flourishes in small 
communities, and perishes in the em 
brace of Wealth and Empire? Does not 
the passion for liberty die out of the 
human breast before the more seductive 
allurements of riches, ease and national 
glory — even as the unselfish, devoted, 
love of youth grows hard and cold be 
fore the grasping ambitions and avarices 
of maturer | 
He warns his youthful hearers of the 
“great error of forming their political 
ar and principles from the rant 
of the hustings and the flaunting hes of 
party trickery. Politics are slandered by 
the popular prejudice, though politi. 
cians may not be. They should be 
studied with all the diligence and with 
all the zeal for truth with characterize 
the pursuit of any other branch of 
human science. For it is to us, practi- 
cally, the greatest of all sciences, there 
being no earthy blessing which Gcd has 
vouchsafed to men greater than that of 
good government—none more priceless. 
Chaos and the cosmos are the physical 
types of anarchy and law, the nadir and 
the zenith of man’s temporal condition. 
It is through the innumerable preten- 
ders, only, that politics are become a 
by-word and reproach. But the great 
masters and the earnest students of 
political economy constitute the glory 
of all countries, and the chiefest bene- 
factors of all peoples. 


The speaker then proceeds to show 


that the greatest dangers which threaten 
our liberties point to the overthrow of 
the fundamental principles of oar 
Government. These principles are 
referred to as embraced in the Bill of 
Rights, which he terms the “A postles’ 
Creed of Liberty.“ Tie security of the 
person and property of the citizen as 
guaranteed in the Magna Charter of 
Henry III is adverted to, from which 
era is dated the great writ of Habeas 
Corpus, which from that time every sub. 
ject had a right to demand. 


And now let us enquire upon what 
period of our national history we are 
entering? What headlights on the 
shore, What landmarks on the highway, 
ure we passing to-day? It is surely not 
the primitive age of our national youth : 
indeed, we have had scarcely any youth,

single century, in extent of territory, 
population, wealth, stre 
the fruits of modern civiza 
overtaken and outstripped nations of a 
thousand years maturity. Young in 
time, we are already old in development, 
and we are beginning those same periods

gress of statesmanship, and have been 
established among the bulwarks of free 


dom.“ 

After referring briefly to the strug- 
gles of our ancestors to preserve these 
great rights, how they fought their 
rulers to extort them from unwilling 
Kings, the“ rude iron-handed Plantag- 
onets and Ludors, or the false and 
fickle Stuarts;” how they kewed out 
their way across path after path of des 
potism, and how the victory was finally 
achieved, until every avenue seemed 
guarded by all that human wisdom 
could suggest, the speaker adds: 

But thore is no end in this world to 
the struggle between good and evil. 
freedom and depotism. The warfare ot 
Ormuzd and Ahriman is eternal. New 
conditions of society constantly thrust 
new evils upon us, and necessitate that 
sleepless vigilance which is the price of 
liberty. Tyranny is — and ag 
gressive, and above all, insidious. The 
sentinel who keeps the way of the tree 


of liberty must. of a truth, hold a flaming 
sword that turneth every way.” 


THE WORK BEFORE US. 

Now that the excitement of the Pre- 
sidential election has passed, and a 
Waterloo defeat has been sustained by 
those who opposed Grant's re-election, 
it behvoves the true sons of Nor:h 
Carolina to address themselves to the 
work of saving what there is left of the 
wreck of our former fortunes, and to aid 
in developing the resources and build- 
ing up the prosperity of the State. 
Althougi we have sustained a great 
national calamity in the re election of a 
Radical President- and although North 
Carolinn, by fraud and corruption, has 
been disgraced by the nominal election 
of a Radical Governor, yet there is much 
work yet to be done by those who love 
the State and who would save her from 
still farther disasters and outrages. 

We have a Democratic Legislature 
which can do much for the benefit of 
tbe people by enacting wholesome and 
beneficent laws. 

The Legislature will have an impor- 
tant work to perform, and we have no 
doubt it will address itself to its duties 
promptly and patriotically. 

The future is dark and gloomy for 
the State and nation, but let us hope tor 
the best, and, in the midst of reverses, 
let us strive to mitigate our misfortunes 
and, if it be possible to do so, make 
seeming Calamities redound to the in- 
terests and welfare of the people.
